McDermott, arhlle being sent 
to Madison ville on tbe Dixie Fly> 
er by Ceo. H. Baaaall and L. B. 
Boise, travaliag aaaa, atatad that 
he was trying to get back to Pa- 
dacah and had ask^d a, aagro 
brakeman on the I. O.-. railroad 
if he coald ride. He was aiUiac 
on the edge of a coal 9*1;, be stat- 
ed, when the engine bapkad ap 
to ooapla oa to the cara. The 
jolt kaockad bin oiT aad tba 
wheels of the car crashed off his 
legs jast above tbe knees. Dr. 
Howall, otNortonvilla, aad tvn» 
pbyiicians from Mortons Qap, 
gave the injared man attantioa 
and than sent him to Madlaoa 
villa IB eastgdj of two tratellBg 
moB. Dta^SoryaadFradBtroth' 
er amputated the limbs, bat his 
ooodition waa so Mciooa that 
death followed a ahorl tiad later.
